WILL STOP SMOKING ON CARS 
ONLY IF PUBLIC DEMANDS IT 


McCulloch Wants Majority on 
His Side Before Adopting 


Rule of Other Cities. 


General Manager McCulloch of the 
United Railways said Saturday that he 
is willing to make an order prohibiting 
smoking on street cars if public senti- 
ment favors it. 

‘“‘However,” he said, “the smokers may 
be in a majority and then the company 
would be in a pretty fix if it made a 
rule against them without ascertaining 
the public feeling.”’ 

A news telegram from Kansas City 
says that, following the example set in 
other cities, an order, effective Nov. 1, 
has been issued by the street car compa- 
ny there forbidding smoking on cars or 
trailers. Smoking will not be allowed 
on either the front or rear platform. 
The order followed complaint from men 
and women who declared that smokers 
abused the privilege granted them. 

In the notice issued to Kansas City 
car men they are told to eject any per- 
son who smokes and if necessary they 
are to use force to comply with their 
instructions.

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VACCINATION T0 


BE OPPOSED IN 
PUBLIC MEETING 


Dr. A. Siebert Calls for a 
Gathering of Physicians 
and Parents. 


IN PUBLIC 





Tuesday Night Is Date Set to 
Hear the Views of Those 
Against Practice. 


A public meeting of those opposed 
to va-sination has been called by Dr. 
A. Siebert, to be held Tmwesday at 8 
Pp. m., in the Public Library Building. 
The vaccination theory and tetanus 
infection will be discussed by physi- 
cians and parents of children. 

Vaccination in the public schools of 
St. Louis is done by the physicians of 
the Board of Health under an arbi- 
trary rule of the Board of Education, 
which declares that no child shall be 
admitted to the schools until it has 
been successfully vaccinated.- There 


is no State law or city ordinance 
providing for vaccination. 

In the Catholic parochial schools the 
Pupils are vaccinated when their 
parents consent, on the recommenda- 
tion of Archbishop Giennon. A letter 
from the Archbishop authorizes the 
Board of Health Physicians to visit 
the schools to vaccinate children, and 
recommends to parents that they ali- 
low their children to be vaccinated. 
In case the parents object or do not 
give their consent, the children are 
not barred from the schools, 

Not Compulsory Elsewhere, 

In the various colleges, seminaries and 
parochial schools of religious denom- 
inations, vaccination is carried on when 
consent is given by the scroo] minage- 
ment, but in each case the consent of 
the parents must be ob:a‘ned before 
the pupil is vaccinated. Where tne ra- 
rents object the pupil is not required 
to leave the school for nonvaccination. 
In the various factories, department 
stores and business. enterprises the 
Board of Health vaccinates emploves 
where the consent of the nead of tre 
business is secured, and th: einnloye 
consents. I, many cises the business 
management makes it a rule that the 
employe must be vaccinated before ac- 
cepting employment there. 

The Boa’d of Education says that the 
rule in for.e in publi.c schools does jot 
mean compulsory vaccination, but re- 
quires that pupils be vaccinated as a 
requisite to attending school. If the 
parents object, the child may be sent 
to a private school, it is cited. 

The arbitrary rule of the Board of 
Education reads as follows: 

Rule, 49, Section 1—No child shall 
be for the first time received in a 
public school ur.less accompanied by 
a parent or guardian who shall 
give satisfactory evidence that the 
said child is of the age required 
for admission, and has been vac- 
cinated. 

Section 6—No child shall be re- 
ceived into any public schddl unless 
he has been vaccinated, and evi- 
dence thereoi, sufficient in the 
judgement of the principal, has been 
presented. 


The hygiene department in the pub- 
lic schools and the Board of Health are 
co-operating in an efffort to ascertain 
whether some local condition is re- 
ponsible for the tetanus results and 
the excessively sore arms resulting 
from vaccination this year. Investi- 
gation and experiments are being made 
in the various schools and localities 


pupils have been vaccinated. 


Ascribed t Dust. 

According to the statement of -Dr. 
Woodruff, chief vaccine physician of 
the Board of Health, it has been sug- 
gested by experts that the growing num- 
ber of automobiles which scatters the 
dust on streets might be responsible 
for the spread of tetanus germs. This 
theory will be considered in the in- 
vestigation. 

Dr. Woodruff agrees with Dr. Stew- 
art of the public schools, that vaccina- 
tion has caused an unusual amount of 
extremely sore arms this year. He 
says this might be accounted for by 
the fact that the vaccine virus used 
had not been properly aged. 

New Method Proposed. 
Supt. Blewett and Dr. Stewart are 


‘formulating plans to be recommended 


to the Board of Education requiring the 
vaccination of pupils in the homes or 
during vacation. By this method they 
say the vaccinating physicians can bet- 
ter instruct the parents as to the care 
of the wound. 

Dr. Weodruff told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday that if the home vac- 
cination order was authorized the 
Board of Education the dullania tive 
probability would not be vaccinated in 
the homes. They would be required to 
call at the officr of the Health Depart- 
ment for vaccination, he said. 

“J¢ would take too large a staff of 
paynene to visit all the homes,” he 
said. -“*The custom of visiting thc 
schools to vaccinate has been estab- 
lished by the principals of schools wha 
do not enforce rigidly the rule of the 
Board of Education. If they would ab- 
solutely refuse to accept pupils. who ‘nad 
not been vaccinated, the children would 
have to come to this office or: be ‘Vac- 
cinated by the family physician. That

Verdict of Accident Is Given 
After Wealthy Brewer 
Testifies. 








_ The killing of Harry Dittmar by Au- 
gust A. Busch’s automobile was acci- 
dental. according to the verdict of a 
Coroner's jury Saturday. Busch ap- 
peared as a witness and was represeut- 
ed at the inquest by Harry B. Hawes, 
his attorney. 

In answer to questions put to him oy 
Hawes,’ Busch said his machine was 
going south on the west side of Bro2d- 
way, near Ann avenue, when it struck 
Dittmar. “I didn’t see the young man 
until the front of my car struck him,” 
said Busch. ‘‘We were_going at a mo4- 


erate rate or speed, I cannot tell just; 


how fast, because I could not see the 
speedometer from the'rear seat where 
I was sitting.”’ 

George L. Thorpe, the chauffeur, 
made a voluntary statement. 

‘When I was’ approaching Ann _ ayv- 
enue I sounded my horn,” he said. 


Couldn’t Avoid Accident. 

“Were you going ftast?’’ 

“No, «at a moderate rate of speed. I 
put on my brakes when I sounded’ the 
horn. I saw Dittmar leave the side- 
walk and run diagonally across .the 
street. I swerved my machine east, but 
could not avoid hitting Dittmar  be- 
cause a northbound street car was in 
the way. It kept me from turning as 
far east as I would have done other- 
wise. The street car blocked me. Mr. 
Busch and his secretary, Mr. Huse- 
meyer, carried Dittmar to the §side- 
walk.” 

Dr. J. J. Jeude testified that he was 
on the front end of the northbound 
street car. : 

“IT saw Dittmar run from the side- 
walk and look at the car I was on as 
though estimating his chance to cross 
in front of it. I could see that he was 
going to be struck by. the automobile 
and I held up my hands, but it was too 
The automobile was going at a 
fairly good speed, but I think the acci- 
dent was unavolidablie.”’

Child Becomes Confused and

Robert Woodson, 6 years old, knocked

Seated in the room at the time were 
Thomas Beach, 2911 Cass avenue; 
William Lungford, 1120 *South. Second 
street; John McCaffery, 170 Menard 
street; Patrick Sullivan, 2405. South 
Seventh street; John Ronan, Broad- 
way and Wash street, ana John Ros- 
enbach, 3303 South Second street. 

The six men were tsken to the vacci- 
nation department, and a physician will 
keep trace of their condition for ten 
days. Conners said he had been travel- 
ing about the country with a. circus. 
At Philadelphia, he said, he was told he 
had the smallpox ana he was ordered 
to leave. -

Gwendolyn Brashear Dies. 

Gwendolyn Brashear, 6 years old, who 
became sick three weeks after vaccina- 
tion, died Friday night at the Jewish 
Hospital. . Dr. Siebert, who is .the 
Brashear family physician, vaccinated 
the girl and attended her until she was 
taken to the hospital Thursday. He is 
emphatic in his declarations that the 
girl was suffering from tetanus due to 
the vaccination. Dr, W. E. Sauer, an 
ear specialist, and Dr. E. W. Saunders, 
who performed two operations on the 
girl to relieve an ear trouble, declare 
that death was due to meningitis caused 
by ear trouble, which had not received 
proper treatment and had extended to 
the brain. 

Dr. Sauer announced Friday that 1 
miscroscopic examination of the celebro- 
spinal fluid showed that the affliction 
was meningitis due to strepticocei infec- 
tion caused by inflammation of the ear. 
He said that the convulsion suffered by 
the child was a meningitis symptom. 

Dr. Siebert declared that the convul- 
sion was unmistakably that of tetanus. 
He said that the meningitis spoken of is 
a secondary condition of tetanus.’ 

The first compulsory vaccination ordi- 
nance in St. Louis was passed April 
4, 1831, when Daniel D. Page was 
Mavor. Another ordinance, passed in 
March, 1858, authorized the appointment 
of a vaccine physician for the public 
schools. These ordinences were repeal :d 
in April, 1876, when the new charter 
of the city was enacted.

CAIRO, If, Oct. 29.—Greater intimacy 
between the banker and the people was 
recommended as a preventive of finan- 
cial panics by Oscar G. Foreman of 
Chicago, president of the Bankers’ As- 
sociation of) the State of Ilinois,-in an 
address at the annual convention. Mr. 
Foreman described banking in France, 
where people, he stated, were the most 
frugal and lived in the richest nation in 
the world, considering area and popula- 
tfon. “The real reason for the financial 
solidity of France,’’ Mr. Foreman said, 
‘Is the mutual confidence between bank- 
er and depositor. 

‘In former years,”’ said Mr. Foreman, 
“the banker was a person somewhat 
apart from others. He was always very 





'vately. 





much on his dignity, publicly and pri- 
If he could surround himself 
with an air of mystery, so much the 

etter. He was accessible only to a 
ivileged few. As a rule his manners 
vere cold and distant. He did not care 
to know your business himself: he left 
that to a subordinate, who usually knew 
very little about it, which, of course, 
accounted for the many banking failures 
of those years. For a banker of the old 
school to solicit a man's account would 
have been unthinkable. Such a thing as 
advertising in the press for business was 
not dreamed of. Generally speaking, 
the old-time American banker thought 
he was doing you a favor by taking 
your account. 

Lessons From France, . 

“We have changed all that very 
much for the better. We have taken a 
lesson from the French banker. The 
French banker jis indeed very close 
to the people, He is his depositors’ 
adviser in about everything except 
religion and politics. Even in politics 
he is sometimes consulted. In almost 
all cases he is his depositors’ invest- 
or. Hé has a thorough knowledge 
of his client’s business because his 
client has such confidence in him that 
he tells him every detail. He knows 
the character of his client thoroughly 
The client, in turn, knows all about 
his banker, for the banker makes a 
sort of comrade of him. 

“The result is that France, tn pro- 
portion to area and population, is the 
wealthiest nation in the world, Its 
people are the most frugal and, in- 
dividually and collectively, the most 
provident. The weatth of France is 
the most evenly distributed. There 
are no panics in the sense that other 
countries experience them. Though 
no country has had as many political 
troubles, more wars, more revolutions 
in the last hundred years or so, none 
has had less financial trouble. 


Helps Bank of England. 

“On the contrary, France always 
has been in a position-to help other 
countries out of financial difficulties. 
Within a century French bankers 
have twice helped the Bank of En- 
gland out of a serious situation. The 
real reason of the financial solidity 
of France is the mutual confidence 
between banker and depositor. 
~“The banks of’ the commonwealth 
now have deposits of $1,165,000,000 
approximately, of which the State in- 
stitutions have nearly one-half. It is 
a magnificent showing, especially for 
a Western state; a showing which 
Eastern states, excepting New York, 
may well envy. This great total 
means that eventually wealth comes 
to the community which produces 
real wealth.’

Tt grieves them to see His Majesty over- 
stepping the kingly bounds, xed and 
determined by the servants’ traditions. 

The situation has been complfcafed by 
a tactical mistake which the King seems 
to have made in trying to merge the 
Staff of servants at Marlborough House 
with the staff of the late King at Buck- 
ingham Palace. This has raised ques- 
tions of precedence. 

Objected to the Numbers, — 

King George has always thought that 
Buckingham Palace was overstaffed 
with servants. It has seemed to him 
that the dignity of the sovereign would 
not be greatly impaired if two men were 
not kept to do one man’s work. When 
he moved in he found that there was a 
congestion particularly among those 
rather grand flunkies known as the 
grooms of the chamber and the pages 
of the back stairs. He thought it was all 
right for the chamber to have grooms 
and the back stairs to have pages, but 
not so many as to clutter up the place.

What the full extent of the changes 
in the conditions of the royal service 
Will be is not, of course, yet known, but 
it is surmised that they will be exten- 
sive, and that several comfortable 
sinecures will be abolished. 

No very. great changes beyond those 
indicated will be carried out just now, 
for King George desires to become well 
acquainted with the working of the large 
household now under his control before 
carrying out any extensive alterations 
In its manavement, but the general 
discipline will he stricter and the serv- 
ants will find themselves busier: than 
they hitherto have been, thouch their 
work will certainly not be excessive.

SMOKE INSPECTOR 


they Are to Keep an Eye on 
Certain Stacks and Make 
a Weekly Report. 


TESTIMONY IS NEEDED 


Official Hopes to Obtain 
Convictions That Would 
Be Impossible Otherwise. 


Chief Ydung issued an order Saturday 
directing the captains to have their po- 
licemen watch the smoke stacks on their 
beats and report on the smoke that 
comes out of them. Later they will 
testify in prosecutions to be instituted 
by Smoke Inspector Parker. 

The order is the result of a request 
from Parker to the Police Board, sec- 
onded by a committee from the Civic 
League. Parker told the board mem- 
bers it was impossible for him to get 
substantial results without help. One 
of the difficulties was that the smoke 
stacks had a wey of emitting dense 
volumes of smoke at certain times but 
not all the time. He could not watch 
them all day to catch them at their 
worst. The policeman on the beat 
could, without neglecting his other du- 
ties. He asked that this assistance be 
given him by the police. Both he and 
the committee of the Civic League, com- 
posed of L. L. Whitelaw, K. D. Mellier 
and W. M. Chauvenet, were told that 
the matter would be referred to Chief 
Young and that no doubt there would 
be the fullest co-operation of the po- 
lice. 

The men on the beats are to observe 
the smokestacks for a week and then 
report, with particular reference to the 
time of day that the smoke is densest 

The police are not to apply for war- 
rants, but the Smoke Inspector, act- 
ing on the information furnished by the 
police, will take photographs of the 
stacks when they are emitting the most 
smoke, and will then begin prosecutions, 
with the policemen and the photographs 
as witnesses.

Pastors Wives Get Fees, 

The Rev. James W. Lee, long a pastor 
here, who recently returned to St. Louis 
from Atlanta to take the pastorate of 
St. John's TA. E. Church, South, de- 
clared that the cust)mary fee in this 
city is from $1f to $25. 

“For weddings which are treated as 
society events, fees of $25 or $30 are not 
uncominon,” said Dr. Lee. “For mar- 
riages at the minister’s home, or in his 
study, on short notice, he seldom re- 
ceives more than $5. The ordinary fee 
for a small home wedding among people 
in prosperous circumstances is _ $10, 
though sometimes the minister will find 
a $20 bill in the evnelope. A $100 fee: 
is outside the experience of most min- 
isters, and those of $50 are rare. 

“Of course, these amounts are fixed by 
the bridegroom's judgment, never by 
any suggestion from the minister. When 
a man asks how much the charge is, 
the minister usually feels that the man 
cannot afford to pay much, and some- 
times in such a case the minister re- 
fuses to accept any fee. A man who in- 
quires as to the fee rarely pays more 
than $2. 

“Etiquette seems to prescribe that the 
best man, when there is one, shal] hand 
the minister the fee, and I have known 
of amusing cases where the best man, 
apparently more flustered than either of 
the bridal] pair, forgot this duty until 
afierward. A quite common practice is 
to hand the minister the fee with the 
license,

They 
are intended to open the eyes and minds 
of the American people.

Knowing from experience 
that the damnable phrase of political 
corruptionists “every man has his 
price,”is not true, Mayor Whitlock gives 
us the honest legislator in almost every 
story. This is a good idea, in so far as 
it keeps the reader from becomihg pes- 
simistic. Only to show dishonesty and 
corruption would not be enough of a 
service to recommend the book. In this 
case, however, the remedy is given 
along with the ailment. For, what 
America needs is citizens who know 
that there are still some honest men. in 
this broad land and that these honest 
men can do something to protect the 
people’s intefests, from time to time, at 
least.

THE QUESTION OF COMPULSION. 

The decision of the Schoo! Board to rescind the 
order for compulsory vaccination in the public 
schools, pending the determination of the causes 
of tetanus in pupils who have been vaccinated, is 
wise. The casé of tre Brashear girl which her 
physician ascribed to vaccination, makes the third 
in which there is grave suspicion of poisoning 
from bad vaccine or improper treatment. Two 
reputable physicians, Dr. Siebert, an allopath, 
and Dr. McElwee, a -homeopath, both of whom 
heve treated cases of tetanus charged to public 


protest against compulsion. 

Compulsion is the point. The controversy over 
the value of vaccination should be settled by the 
doctors. The question of its danger and the cir- 
cumstances under which it should be applied, is 
a medical question. But the point of compulsion 
involves a moral and legal ‘issue. The right of 
parents to decide whether or not their children 
shall be subjected to surgica] operations is gen- 
erally recognized. Their right to determine 
whether their healthy children shall be inocu- 
lated with virus to make them immune from dis- 
ease seems clear. It hat been affirmed by courts 
where the legal issue has been raised. On the 
other hand, the propriety and the legal right of 
Boards of Health and of School Boards to protect 
the general health against specific dangers and 
to take extraordinary measures in emergencies is 
conceded. No one wil] object to such measures 
when justified by a threat of epidemic. 

But to compel the vaccination of all children 
on penalty of expulsion from school when no 
emergency exists and ro epidemic threatens is 
an extreme exercise of arbitrary power. , It chal- 
lenges personal rights without justification of im- 
minent danger. As experience demonstrates, the 
enforcement of this rule is attended with risks 
to health and life. It is a responsibility which a 
school board should not undertake without mani- 
fest necessity and clear warrant of law. 

Instead of immunizing each schoo] pupil by an 
Operation attended by danger to life and health, 
which is not sanctioned by many physicians and 
is. opposed by a great number of citizens, the 
board can take precautions to guard against con- 
tagion frem sick pupils. That would be the wise 
plan if it can be made effective, which seems 
probable. It is not an answer to the proof of 
dangers of vaccination to charge the bad results 
te carelessness on the part of the parents or the 
children, or to unsanitary conditions in the 
homes. These conditions must be taken into ac- 
count. All of these things should be carefully 
considered by the board before rescinding the 
suspension of the rule.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Judge Rodgers’ Record. 
Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

On reading the article in your paper of Sunday, 
Oct. 23, concerning the various candidates for the 
bench at the approaching election in this city, 
I felt that it did me injustice. 

In the first place, I was the only one referred 
to as a “slate” candidate, whereas, of 14 candi- 
dates discussed, 11, including Judge Holtcamp, 
were on the slates made by their respective party 
organizations. If the term “slate” is one of re- 
proach, why should your article apply it to me 
only and not to my opponent and others? 

The article mentioned next refers to my nar- 
row escape from defeat in the primaries. The 
explanation of this is, that though I had two 
pepular and worthy opponents for the nomination, 
one of whom made an active canvass, I made no 
effort whatever to gain votes. I did not attend 
ene political meeting during” that campaign: :cir- 
culate a single card or speck of campaign litera- 
ture; nor did I ask any assistance of my friends, 
or solicit anybody’s vote—thus leaving the nomi- 
netion to the people, yet I received nearly 7000 
votes and a plurality of more than 600. 

It was next mentioned in said article that T 
aspired. to a nomination for the circuit bench, 
and here occurred a typographical error or mis- 
print which prevented a full understanding of 
your meaning on this feature; but it would ap- 
pear, at least by inference, that the idea advanced 
was that the Bar Association rejected me for the 
circuit judgeship, but indorsed me for.the Pro- 
bate Court. In this connection permit me to say 
that the Bar Association indorsed me for Probate 
Judge because that was the office for which I 
announced my candidacy this year; but an am- 
bition to become Circuit Judge might have been 
pardonable from the fact that two years ago 
nearly every active St. Louis lawyer signed a 
call requesting me to become a candidate for the 
Circult bench and which call was published in 
the Post-Dispatch on the 16th day of April, 1908. 
and by it voluntarily commented upon editorially, 
on the next day, as follows:

No. 7—LOLA MONTEZ, the ‘‘Evil-Eye’’ Siren. 


6 HE has the evil eye! She will 
¢ bring misfortune to any man 
S she loves." So declared the 
French novelist, Dumas, when 
a woman he adored disappeared from 
Paris. The woman was Marie Dolores 
Eliza” Rosanna Gilbert. She is known to 
history as “Lola Montez” and has been 
called ‘“‘the last of the Great French ad- 
venturesses.” “ 

It ls not certain when, nor where, nor 
of what parentage Lola come into the 
world. She its supposed to have been 
of Spanish-Irish parentage and to have 
been born tn Limerick in 1818. Many be- 
lieved her to be a daughter of Lord 
Byron. While she was still i @ convent 
schoo} at Barth, England, her mother 
wanted her to marry an old and ugly 
judge. The girl. to escape sich a fate, 
eloped with Capt James, a young Brit- 
ieh army officer. 

. The couple married and went to In- 
dia. There, in a year or two, they 
parted and Lola drifted back to England, 
where she appeared on the stage as a 
ballet dancer. But her brief career in 
India ‘Yad made her notorious As slie 


pirouetted onto the stage in London a 


voice from the audience shouted: ‘It's 
Betty James!” 

A etorm of hisses followed and the 
curtain was rung down. Lola, failing in 
England, went over to Paris She could 
net act. Her dancing was poor. But 
her beauty and subtle charm won the 
Parisians. The “literary sat’ took her 
up. Dumas, Victor Hugo and other 
celebrities were her admirers. A Paris 
writer was shot dead in a duel on ber 
account. ° 

From France Lola wandered cver ‘he 
Continent, winning hearts, spreading 
bad tuck; sometimes rich, sometimes 








oR dance at a court festival. She asked 
for a drink before dancing and refused 
to take a single step until the King of 
Prussia personally handed her a glass of 
water. At length, In 186. she found her 
“ay to Munich. There she caught tne 
attention of Ludwig I, King of Ba- 
varia. 

Lola completely won the King’s heart. 
He mdde her a baroness, then a coun- 
tess, built a mansion for her ahd grarnt- 
ed her a big annuity. Lola was not con- 
tent. She wanted a hand in politics 
The King was wholly under her influ- 
ence and for nearly two years she man- 
aged Bavaria to suit her own whimea. 

The Prime Minister offended her She 
made the Kicg dismias him Some of 
the students of the local university 
spoke insultingly of her S&he had the 
university closed. The populace were 
furious at such actions and stormed her 
house. She fired a pistol nto the mob 
and escaped to the roya) palace. ~- 

But in 1848, her mismanagement caused 
a revolution. King Ludwig was forced 
by public opinion to send her from Ba- 
varia. Then the revolution swept him 
off the throne. 

Next Lola returned to England. She 
married another officer, but soon left 
him and came to America. She lectured 
here on beauty culture and published the 
first modern book on the subject. She

also went on the stage, starring at the 
old Broadway Theater, New York, ‘in 
‘“‘Mazeppa” and in “Lola Montez of Ba- 
varia.”’ 

Her notoriety and beauty made up 
for her wretched acting and she scored 
something of a success, She reached 
Califernia, at last, and there married 
twice in rapid succession. 

Tiring of the West, she returned to 
New York, where she announced tnat 


‘Tshe had wholly reformed. She wrote a 


book entitled “The Story of a Peni- 
tent’ and devoted herself to rescue 
work among women. In 1861 she died at 
Astoria, L. I. 

The body of Lola Montez lies in Green- 
wood Cemetery; Brooklyn {on Summit 
avenue, in the southwestern part of the 
grounds near the Thirty-seve:th street 
gate). A small stone over a neglected 
mound bears only the inscription: 


“MRS. ELIZA GILBERT: DIED JAN.| 


UARY 16, 1861; AGED 42.” 

Not one person in a hundred who pass- 
er the spot—somewhat apart from other 
graves—revalls that ‘Eliza Gilbert” was 
onve the wondrous adventuress who 
played fast and loose with the destinies 
of a kingJdom.

MISSOURI TEAM 
REVERSES FORM 
IN SOONER GAME 


Benny Owen’s Oklahoma 
Eleven Not in Same Class 
Wth Hollenbach’s Men. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 29.—Knoebel’s line 
punches were directly responsible for 
one of Missouri’s touchdowns against 
Oklahoma yesterday and his playing in 
general was such as to cause Hollen- 
bach much joy in making such a find. 
Incidentally he was a big factor in 
helping the Tigers score 2% points to 
Oklahoma's 0. : 

The big substitute went in for Nowell 
at fullback before the end of the first 
quarter, and immediately began tearing 
big gaps in the ‘‘Sooner’”’ line, sometimes 
going 30 yards before being dragged 
down. His weight (175) makes it likely 
that, with more coaching, he will de- 
velop into one of the best men in the 
West, and it is now certain that he will 
be seen in the three remaining games of 
the Tiger schedule this year. 

The score 2% to 0 does not truly in- 
dicate the. playing strength of the two 
e‘evens. Hackney missed four out of 
five attempts at field goals in the first 
two quarters, something unusual for 
him, and Burress made a touchdown 
after recovering an onside kick in the 
last quarter which was called back on 
account of offside play. But the 
‘Sooners’? stubbornly fought every inch 
of the way, and the game was just as 
interesting and hard fought as if the 
secore had been $ to 0. 

Tigers Hope to Beat Kansas. 

The reversal of form in Missouri’s play 
since the Ames game is making Mis- 
sourians believe the Tigers will again 
trounce the Jayhawkers and finish as 
contenders for another valley champion- 
ship. 

A monster parade of Joplin alumni 
and students accompanied the Tigers to 
the station as they left for Columbia. 
Among the onlookers at the game were 
two members of the Kansas University 
coaching staff. Kansas is getting point- 
ers on both Oklahoma and Missouri, as 
the Jayhawkers play Oklahoma next 
Saturday and Missouri three weeks 
later. 

Both said after the game that this 
year’s Missouri team looked heavier 
and. better than last year’s aggrega- 
tion, and that Kansas would have to 
whip up to have a show in the big 
Kansas City Thanksgiving battle. 

Tried One Forward Pass. 

Missouri did not open up much in its 
attack yesterday because it was not 
necessary to do so to win. Only one 
forward pass was tried by Hollenbach’s 
pupils, and it worked beautifully, Hack- 
ney to Hall, for 15 yards. The onside 
kicks were tried by the Tigers and both 
worked for 35 yards each. The rest of 
the Missouri gains were made through 
the line and on exchanges of punts, 
while Oklahoma, when it could gain at 
all, did so in the first quarter with an 
end-around-end play, under double- 
pass arrangement. Capshaw, the “Soon- 
er’’ right half, was fast and was the 
only Oklahoman who could penetrate 
the Tiger defense for gains.

The curtain was raised on a weiri 
scene, the chief figure being Mrs. Den- 
ny in the character of a witch. The 
group was gathered about a camp- 
fire, constructed with the aid of an 
alcohol lamp. The lamp was leaking 
and the audience hardly had obtained 
a view of the opening scene, when 
flames suddenly shot along the watis 
and reached the overhanging leaver.

POST, IS REPORT 


T be and Kaos Declared 
Anxious to Retain Him in 
Diplomatic Service.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.— Oscar 
Straus, American Ambassador to Tur- 
key, has tendered his resignation of 
that post, it was reported here last 


night. Efforts to ascertain the truth 
of the report were unavailing. Mr. 
Straus. was Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor under President Roosevelt. 
He is-naw in this country on leave of 
absence. 

The diplomatic post at Constanti- 
nople is important at the present time, 
notably on account of the fact that an 
application for a $50,000,000 railroad 
project in Asia Minor has been filed 
by the Ottoman American Develop- 
ment Co., an American concern. The 
granting of the concession was op- 
posed by the German Ambassador at 
Constantinople on the ground that the 
proposed railroad would injure Ger- 
man railroad enterprises in that re- 
gion, 

Concession Is Approved. 

In spite of the opposition of Germany, 
however, the Ottoman minister of public 
works and Council of the Ministers has 


approved the proposed concessions, and | 


it is now pending before the Turkish 
Parliament.
